2. It is possible that Komsomolsk /136~-58, 50-33/ will be the lemporary 4: *+ination 
of the repatriates after Nehodka, because from Komsomolsk a railway leads through 
Ekimchan (132-58, 53-05) to the northeast shore of the Sea cf Okhotsk; and 
another railway follows the Amur River to Nikolayevsk (140-40, 53-15), which 
furnishes easy accesa to Sakhalin Ieland. 


3. Only a part of the repatriates, including such persons as N. Zafirov, sormerly 
Chairman of the Soviet Citizens' Association in Shanghai, will te later trans- 
ported to Vladivostok, /? from Nahodke/ 
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
